, pendent horror film. It started out as a five-part 
webseries, but has recently been tied together, 
creating a full feature. 


In a post-apocalyptic land consumed by "Rottens", a simple 
farmer and his teenage daughter struggle to survive. Mean- 
while, an unruly gang make a plan to kidnap and sell the 
daughter for their own selfish profit. With the farmer/gang 
confrontation, a wicked tornado approaching, and "Rottens" 
everywhere — who will get out alive? 




The zombies (aka: Rottens) are only simulated via Point 
Of View (POV) in black & white. The camera acted as 
the Rottens eyes in certain shots, while the actors re- 
acted. As tempting as it was to use traditional make-up 
and show the Rottens, the director specifically chose 
POV to do something different. In fact, this (might be) 
the first zombie film to extensively use POV. 

5 There are several Wizard Of Oz references in Dead 
Kansas. Some of the characters and storylines are 
modeled after the classic 1939 film. Emma (mirrored 
as Dorothy) is tired of her boring farm life. She gets 
thrown into an adventure after a tornado hits. She 
goes to Shambles to meet the freak people (Munch- 
kins). She befriends three men along the way; Skinny 
(Scarecrow), Rusty (Tin Man), and Leo (Cowardly 


Lion). She also seeks Doctor Emerson (The Wizard) 
for help. Jebediah (Tire Wicked Witch) is the main vil- 
lain on pursuit to capture Emma. The film also begins 
in black & white. 

The punk-rock music heard in Dead Kansas is from 
the band Power Of Aggression. They are from the 
Hollywood area, and were active during the late-90s / 
early 2000s. Anthony Robinson played lead guitar & 
vocals, Adam Ledezma played drums, and Aaron K. 
Carter played bass. When a soundtrack was needed, 
producers Aaron K. Carter and Adam Ledezma used 
the Power Of Aggression demo-tape that they record- 
ed over a decade ago. The songs featured in “Dead 
Kansas” include: The Ruler, Walls Of Insanity, Hate, 
The Way We Feel, Behold The Terror, and Now.

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What is it?

And we do it to an incredible high standard, where- 
by we transform someone fully and realistically. There 
are no low-grade Halloween party shots here, just au- 
thentic, terrifying portrait photography. 

So far every single person who has been in our dark, 
sinister photo studio has had an incredible time, and 
every person has truly loved the whole weird and won- 
derful experience. We are very proud of our 100% “hit 
rate” of satisfaction and work very hard to ensure we 
maintain it.

X About the photographer: 

Rick Jones was born in 1970, a 
relentlessly creative soul who de- 
veloped a very early passion for 
horror movies. This lifelong pas- 
sion for the dark side of entertain- 
ment has never diminished. His 27 
year career in creative industries 
(illustration, graphic design, digital 
imaging, model crafting, photogra- 
phy) has finally caught up with his 
love of horror and Horrify Me is the 
weird bastard child of this fusion of 
passion and profession. Rick creates 
most of the horrific makeups for the 
shoots, conducts the photography, 
and edits them in digital post pro- 


duction, crafting works of terrify- 
ing brilliance every time. Rick has 
a peculiar talent for creating dark, 
horrific photos, utterly transforming 
ordinary people into outstanding 
figures of genuine horror. 

X About the staff: 

Of course, Rick isn’t alone in the 
enterprise. Kaytie Smith is the busi- 
ness manager and takes care of the 
business end of Horrify Me, ensuring 
that the good name of the studio is 
spread far and wide, new contacts are 
established, and the overall running 
of things remains smooth. She’s also 
been dragged kicking and screaming 


in front of the camera, stripped off 
and covered in buckets of blood. Just 
another day at the office. 

X About the process: 

When clients arrive for their photo 
shoot, we conduct a very thorough 
horror make-over. The vampires are 
fitted with fangs, and the zombies 
are given a full head-to-toe grunge 
and gore treatment. We’re not shy 
about using blood — lots of it. We get 
through such a lot of blood that we’re 
constantly making new batches. The 
clients are then directed through the 
photo shoot, performing a variety

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of poses and with different lighting 
effects. We keep adding blood and 
gore as required until the clients 
are usually so messy and gruesome 
that they can barely be recognised. 
When the shoot is over, we then edit 
the photos and post the prints to the 
clients. The most rewarding aspect 
of this work is the reactions we get 
to the images — people absolutely 
love their photos! 

Our Dark Boudoir offers a truly al- 
ternative beauty shoot and has prov- 
en to be amazingly popular. These 
shoots are amongst our most shock- 
ing as they blend erotic beauty with 
blood and gore, and have at times 
provoked some controversial reac- 
tions on social media. We don’t just 
do this to be controversial, as this tru- 
ly is a stunning and creative alterna- 
tive type of artistic photo shoot, but 
some of the models and clients we 


shoot do kind of enjoy stirring up a 
bit of controversy from time to time. 

We also recently started conducting 
portfolio shoots for scare actors and 
performers, offering a rather unique 
professional service to this talent- 
ed sector. Our understanding of the 
genre, and how to capture stunning 
images in performance-led studio 
shoots, makes us an essential compo- 
nent to any scare actor’s portfolio. 

XHow it started: 

Horrify Me started with a book cov- 
er design for Lisa Richardson’s “Blog 
of the Dead: Sophie” novel. Having 
created several book cover designs in 
the past, Rick jumped at the chance to 
create a horror book cover. The photo 
shoot and design process was so much 
fun that more shoots were carried 
out, and before we knew it the shoots 
were happening most weekends and 


attracting paying clients and industry 
professionals. Horrify Me sort of grew 
organically, and in less than a year has 
developed its own little cult following. 

We now regularly conduct photo 
shoots for clients wanting a fun experi- 
ence, as well as with professional mod- 
els, and for commercial commissions. 

X What we've done: 

Horrify Me has become very pop- 
ular with 10K followers on Facebook 
in under a year, and we now have an 
army of clients that have loved our 
unique experience and scary photos. 
But we’ve also been involved with 
popular zombie walks including Fol- 
kestone and Glastonbury, and we’ve 
worked with ScareCon, the London 
Horror Festival, Zombie Shop.co.uk, 
Bunker 51, Fireant Productions, Bram 
Stoker International Film Festival, Bi- 
zarre Magazine, and Medusa Tattoos.

Horrify Me operates from a large workshop in Lydden, Kent, 
UK which is not far from the ancient city of Canterbury. People 
have literally travelled from all over the UK to have one of our 
unique photo shoots and every time they have commented that 
it was well worth the journey.

Bn$ tors of the Italian horror erotic, and back in the 70s he filled the imagination 
of thousands of kids and grown-ups with his cover art. The man behind the covers of 
world wide famous pulp comics, such as Sukia , Belzeba, La Poliziotta, Ulula, Vipera 
Bionda and many more. Here now is an exclusive interview for Coffin Cuties Magazine 
from a complete artist and master of various forms of visual art, and a real killer with 
any kind of brush... We present to you: 


PULP MONSTER MADNESS WITH...

Emanuele, How old were you when you decided 
to become an artist? What got you started to be- 
come a painter and artist? 

You have to know that I’m an artist son of an artist. My 
father was an interior decorator. He painted walls and 
roofs with floral patterns and forms and he’s been the last 
decorator painter of my city, Ferrara, where we’ve always 
had a great tradition. Since I was a child I’ve been living 
in the artistic sites. And even if I didn’t really love to draw, 
it was built in me the will to be in that world of brushes 
and colors. I’ve then continued with art studies and have 
joined and won a competition at the cinematographic 
center in Rome, getting a diploma in Scenic Design in 
1963. I’ve been a Costume and Set Designer assistant 
for several years, working for the first time in Fellini’s 
“Juliet of the Spirits” as assistant to the two time Acad- 
emy Award winner, Piero Gherardi, and I continued 


working with him for some years. 
About ten years after, with the will 
to leave Rome to go back to my city 
and raise my 2 sons, I started search- 
ing for a different job. Thanks to my 
friend, Dino Leonetti, Set Design- 
er and owner of a comics creator, I 
began to get interested in illustrated 
comics, especially in the covers of 
erotic ones, very popular at the time. 
On the advice of Leonetti, I prepared 
three test paintings for the three 
major comics publishing houses. I 
also had to study and train a lot to 
be able to draw human bodies and 
anatomies, cause I was specialized in 
architectures. Then I made my first 
interview in the historical headquar- 
ter of the Edifumetto in Milan. That 
immediately ordered me 12 covers 
every month. I canceled the inter- 
views I planned with the 2 others 
publishing houses and since 1973 I 
had to leave my job as Set Designer 
and begin with this new adventure 
in the comics cover illustration. 

TC: For an artist to paint horror 
eroticism for Italian pulp covers 
back in the 70’s and 80’s it was still 
a very controversial form of art. Do 
you feel that people were threatened 
by these images back then ? And can 
you tell us your thoughts on this 
matter and on censorship at this 
time period? Did you experience any 
black listings of your horror nudes 
back then? If so, could you share 
something with us on this matter? 

I think that yes it was a very con- 
troversial form of art. And it still 
is. I think that even today people 
feel uncomfortable with this kind 
of magazine, there has been a step 
back, comparing to those times, 
for what is about discretion. Back 
in the 70s, in the newsstands, you 
could find and see erotic magazines 
with almost naked women that were 
also a good form of inspiration. Of 



course, the 
were blister 
but were easily 
ited. Today you 
find nothing more, 
can tell you that when 
I show my paintings 
to people able to ap- 
preciate the crafts- 
manship, the draw, 
the colors, always re- 
main snobbish about 
the represented sub- 
ject. For those people, 
the majority, a 
is more a taboo 
it was decades 
Also, because here 
Italy we’re so 
when evaluating 
appreciating the dif- 
ferent forms of practi- 
cal arts, where if they’re not engaged 
art, they are always accounted as 
basic craftsmanship, unlike in the 
USA, Great Britain or other coun- 
tries where this form of art proves 
the breaking of ethical patterns. So 
preconceived and hypocritical. In 
the large, we Italians appreciate what 
is imposed by the official critics, en- 
dorsed by the media, but we find it 
hard to identify other forms of art 
different from the ones in the spot- 
light. In other countries this way of 
thinking is crushed, also, thanks to 
artists like Tarantino. We have to 
learn to understand what’s behind a 
single cover. The job needed to sum 
up a whole comic book in only one 
illustration and make out of that 
cover the real object of desire. 

Back then lots of covers were con- 
fiscated, it was not a real problem, 
cause they were not totally seques- 
trated. It could happen that a mag- 
istrate would see any cover that he 
thought could disturb kids, and had 
it confiscated. The editor had them 


returned back, and did print them 
again with some kind of censor- 
ship; just like a bra, made directly 
by the editor itself, and sold again. 
For the next issues we had orders 
to censor our own covers, but once 
they knew that the magistrate was 
not more focused on those comics, 
we went on again as usual. I never 
painted pornographic covers, I al- 
ways tried to depict sensuality and 
eroticism. Back then I was also a 
teacher in an art school and only a 
few students knew about that other 
profession and were the ones really 
interested in drawing comics. And 
that I personally followed even af- 
ter with courses and lessons. Some 
of them were really good. But no 
one followed my path. Anyway, 
my commitments with the school 
and the ones as a painter became 
incompatible and I left the erotic 
comics field in 1988, though it end- 
ed up in the early 90s. 

TS; Do you feel people are more 
(continued on next page) 
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acceptable of this form of art now 
or has it always been strong in the 
public eye from your perspective 
and experiences over the years? 

Yes. I think young people are more 
tolerant. But not the ones as old as 
me. Even though I cant see a real 
evaluation of this form of art. And 
I really regret that. I myself am ap- 
preciated in Great Britain, France, 
Asian countries, and especially in 
the USA, where lives the biggest col- 
lectors of my works. Recently some 
young guys of an online magazine of 
Ferrara came to me for an interview. 
So, I also see a bigger allure from the 
new generations, instead of the old 
ones. I remember I had some Amer- 
ican comics, just like Corben ones, 
with some really spicy draws, erotic, 
sensual, that were there evaluated as 
art, but there was no equivalent here 
in Italy. Just think that in that same 
time other big Italian artists made 
this kind of thing, but in secrecy and 


discretion, cause they wouldn’t have 
been appreciated, but criticized. 

TS: If you could work with some- 
one or have painted someone that 
comes to mind over the years, who 
would that person, or persons, be? 

I made most of my works for Renzo 
Barbieri’s Edifumetto. It was a plea- 
sure to work with him, he was a gen- 
erous and dynamic minded man. My 
partnership with him was exclusive. 
I had the definite obligation to not 
to work with his competitors. Then I 
only made short collaborations with 
Rizzoli and Mondadori. But there was 
a huge difference. While with the Ed- 
ifumetto we all were important parts 
of it and our books traveled all the 
world. With the other publishers I had 
not much visibility, also, because usu- 
ally I didn’t make covers, but inserts. 
On the other hand, our erotic comics 
were printed and released in Belgium, 
Spain, France, Colombia, Canada, be- 
coming a Cult for the aficionados of 


the genre. I also heard about a Califor- 
nian electronic band, Sukia, named 
after one of those comics. I’m not sure 
that if I had to work again I’d still be 
an illustrator. When, in 1988, 1 left this 
job, I did to focus on wall decoration. 
That was a family tradition. And, after 
my father passed away, I began teach- 
ing in professional schools of decora- 
tive paint for walls, roofs, faux marble, 
faux wood. And, going back then, if I 
had to choose between being an illus- 
trator or a painter, I’d really like to be a 
full-time painter, my real passion, and 
basically this is what I do today, also 
because during the years I studied 
and learnt almost every technique, , 
except trompe l’oeil and wall painting, 
that are not practiced anymore here 
because of the recession. 

TS: What news of upcoming work 
do you have coming out this 2015? 
Can you tell us and our readers 
about some of these awesome proj- 
ects to look out for!? 
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My imminent project is leaving 
and staying for one month in the 
warmth weather of Tenerife, with 
my wife, for some relief to our joints. 
There I’m going to make some water- 
colors, just like I do on any travel, be- 
cause I don’t take photos of the places 
I’ve been. Meanwhile I’ll work on a 
paint that was commissioned me, it 
will be like one of my old covers, but 
with a design that will include all my 
7 sexy heroins: Sukia, La Poliziotta, 
Ulula, Belzeba, La Moschettiera, Fata 
Turchina, Vipera Bionda, that are 
the historical series I’ve worked on. 
To those I’ll add Zora and Cimiteria 
that were in the series that already 
existed when I started working. And 
maybe their authors didn’t want to 
continue, or were involved with oth- 
er series. And because I was a sort of 
“all-rounder” I made a few of both 
and I wanted to insert their charac- 
ters, too. I’m already thinking about 
how to make this piece include all the 
9 characters, as if they were raising 
from their graves in a cemetery, also, 
because all of them were like dead to 
me since 1988, when I ended my col- 
laboration with the editor. 

I do have some other projects, even 
though I only make them on short no- 
tice because of my advanced age and 
also because of the recession of these 
years. Otherwise I’d be full of projects, 
‘cause one can never stop imagination. 

There are some projects I’m in- 
volved in. It’s out in a book by Korero 
Press that travels through my whole 
story with a huge collection of my 
covers. Everything began when this 
English editor, Yak El-Droubie, con- 
tacted me asking to work together on 
the making of this collection. And I 
have to admit that for the first time 
I was surprised because I’m only a 
little known here in Italy, and I real- 
ly hadn’t thought I could be known 
abroad. But there are no limits to 
the power of the internet. And even 



though my blog is so new. 

Yak was able to find me and 
proposed to me this illustrated biog- 
raphy. He was also able to find many 
collectors of my works; some of them 
only there in the USA. And he was 
able to have original images for the 
book, since I only have a few high 
resolution ones left. 

I’m really grateful to all the people 
who rediscovered me. I often saw on 
many websites some of my works 
credited to others, maybe at my own 
fault, since I never wanted to come 
out into the open knowing the narrow 
mind of a small city like Ferrara. It 
was my wife that pushed me to recog- 
nize my own artwork. She knew I did 
those covers and she often showed 
me some of them credited to others. 
And for the first time she contacted 
those websites without even telling 
me, especially MorbiDementia and 
ComicArtFan, asking them to correct 
the images credits. And, a few days 
later, I saw their other comments, too, 
from an American artist and collector 
of my works, Mark Alfrey, that con- 
firmed the wrong credits on those im- 
ages originally made by me. 

Another project I’m involved in is 
a collaboration with an online mag- 
azine of my city, Ferrara, named Li- 


stone Mag, who has many followers 
and a specific focus on graphic arts, 
comics and the drawing world, with 
other pieces on illustrators, painters 
and artists also included. 

TS: Is there any artwork you are 
more attached to? And why? 

To be honest I haven’t one artwork 
I’m more attached to than another 
since I worked in many fields and be- 
cause I always did my works in a rush 
without any pause. And I realize only 
now how much work there was be- 
hind every cover. It all was natural for 
me at that time. The works I do today 
are much more pondered; attached 
to moments, to a certain person and 
to a friendship, just like dedications. 
During the years I’ve learnt new picto- 
rial techniques, and every one of them 
gave me satisfaction and allowed me 
to portray many moments of my life. 
The ones I’m more attached to. 

TS: How did your interest for this 
kind of topic bom? Is there any- 
thing specific that inspired you? 

Yes, I had some inspirations when 
I attended the poster designer’s stu- 
dios in Rome. I used to hung around 
Dino Leonetti’s one, my coworker at

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the time, who had a huge interest in 
comics. And little by little I started to 
like them, too; especially some books 
he had of American illustrators and 
cartoonists, like Richard Corben, 
Frank Frazetta, Averardo Ciriello, and 
I knew about many other Italian illus- 
trators that worked in the Erotic Com- 
ic field before me, and that I started 
following: DAngelico, Biffignardi, 
Carcupino. And clearly all of them be- 
came a sort of inspiration for me. For 
instance, I really liked Corben’s draw- 
ings more than the artwork, with his 
own way of representing figures. Very 
distinctive. And the colors he used. In 
fact I think I was influenced by him 
on the use of violet and blue. Other 
inspiration came from the classics. 
Living in Ferrara, I’ve been through 
museums and art exhibitions of local 
artists since I was a child. I visited the 
Giovanni Boldini’s exhibition many 
times, He was one of greatest por- 
traitists in the world who lived in the 
‘800. And it was probably thanks to 
his influence that I became a portrait- 
ist, too. I analyzed many of his works. 
Other artists of the past that inspired 
me are Filippo De Pisis and Cosme 
Tura. I’ve always been one who want- 
ed to personally inspect their works 
during the exhibitions, looking at the 
brush strokes, the use of the colors, 
and avoiding the study on the cata- 
logues. Because you can’t really see all 
the details and the techniques used by 
the artist in a photograph. 

TS: What do you think about this 
job today? Things are very different 
now. Do you think there will be in- 
terest again for these kinds of movie 
and cover illustrators? 

To be honest, I have many doubts 
about that. Nowadays in the movie 
factory painters and poster designers 
as they were back then won’t exist any- 
more. Today everything is done with 


a computer, starting from a photo and 
adjusting it digitally. I remember that 
already back in the days that I worked 
in the field many began to use pho- 
tographs. So many great illustrators 
started working for the publishing 
industry. Today artists work main- 
ly on digital. I don’t think that those 
who still work on paper or canvas will 
have a future, also, because that would 
mean making a step backwards with 
all the achievements of the digital art. 
And I have to acknowledge that it’s 
a technique that really fascinates me 
and that I tried to learn, However, I 
realized that at my age is too difficult 
to start learning to do anything from 
scratch. And I regret it. 

TS: I would like to just thank you 
from the bottom of my black heart 
for just making this collaboration 
one of the most over the moon expe- 
riences in my life. I have been a fan 
since I was a kid in the 70’s till today 
and it has been the biggest pleasures 
in my life thus far. So, I greatly show 
you the highest form of gratitude for 
making this happen. 

If you have any last words to 
share or thank you’s, please feel free 
to do so... 


I have to Thank you, Mike. With 
your magazine you contribute to 
bringing my art into the United 
States. You, Mike, have the age of my 
average enthusiast, who were only 
kids at the time that the magazines 
were published and that, in secret, 
took them from the pockets of their 
uncles’ coats, or from their parents, 
or older brothers, to read them. The 
words I hear from you are the same I 
hear from all of my fans and friends. 
And this really makes me excited 
about this collaboration. 

Then I really want to Thank you, 
Mike, and Tommy, and all the Coffin 
Cuties readers and my fans out there 
for the time you dedicated to me and 
for the growing appreciation for my 
work. Even though my covers are 
known mostly by the enthusiasts of 
tire genre, I noticed that this audience 
is getting greater than I’d ever expect- 
ed to be. And it’s really a pleasure and 
satisfying for an artist to enjoy that!
